positions in the lab.) The head 
phones are cushion-equipped to 
seal out most of the sounds other 
than those transmitted by tape 
to the student. If the student 
wishes to communicate with the 
instructor, he presses a red but- 
ton at his position signalir^ the 
instructor. 

The master control console (pic- 
tured above) provides the in- 
structor with ability to conduct 
French, German, and Spanish 
laboratory periods simultaneously. 
The teacher also can communicate 
with an individual student with- 
out the knowledge of the others 
or 'he may communicate with 
an entire row of students as well 
as the entire class. Master con- 
trol contains recording devices 
for recording the student’s voice, 
equipment for monitoring the in- 
dividual student without his know- 
ing it and a three speed record 
player as well. 

Student reaction to the system 
has been gratifying to both in- 
structors in the department.
